He also gives a full collation of the collection with which the above copy agrees. 

Several of the Voyages appeared for the first time in this series and many contain 
matter not included in their earlier editions. Although neither the editor nor the 
publisher are mentioned in the book we are told by Caspar Commelin in his 
‘ Beschryvinge van Amsterdam, 1693,’ that his father Isaac was the author and that 
the work was issued by Jan Jansz.

A most interesting relic of the Voyage of the Bounty. 

Apparently this volume came into the possession of William Bligh in 1775 or 
before, on three of the works he has signed his name together with that date. It 
has many corrections and additions in his autograph, a number of them either 
initialed or signed, together with marginal calculations and examples of the working 
of the Tables for ascertaining latitude, longitude, etc. 

At the commencement he has constructed “ A Table for the ready Projection of 
a Mercator’s Chart ”, occupying 4 pages. Near the end of the first tract are 4 more 
pages in his writing, 3 of them, “ To find the Error and Rate of going of a Time 
Keeper . . .”, with similar matter on the blank back of a printed leaf a little 
further on. 

Then comes another astronomical tract followed by “ Tables for facilitating the 
solution of a very useful Problem, for finding the latitude of a ship at sea.” In 
this Bligh has made several long notes, chiefly to assist the use of the Tables and 
has also made a number of corrections in the Tables themselves. After this is a 
“ Correct and Easy Method of clearing the Apparent Distance of the Moon from a 
Star or the San ... By Nevil Maskelyne.” This again has notes of the same 
nature, one of them signed. 

At the end of the volume are 12 pages in MS. of the “Bounty’s Track from 
England towards Otaheite, by Capt. Wm. Bligh. This, in log form, gives the daily 
latitude, longitude, Compass variation, thermometer reading and remarks, from 
Dec. 25th, 1787 to Apl. 24th, 1789, under which date the log ends with the remark 
1 Anchored in Anamoke Road ’. 

Three days afterwards the mutiny occurred. 

In Capt. Bligh’s Voyage to the South Sea 1792, his account of the mutiny 
reads that after he was seized and taken on deck, his clerk, John Samuel, was 
permitted to collect a few provisions, etc., together with the journals and ship’s 
commission, with some material ship’s papers. It also says that Samuel was 
forbidden, on pain of death, to touch either maps, ephemeris, book of astronomical 
observations, sextant, time-keeper, etc., but it seems probable that he was able to 
slip a small volume such as this into his pocket, in the hope of its being useful, as 
it doubtless was. 

A former owner has added this note on the flyleaf, “ This Book I met with and 
purchased for 4 d. at a Brokers shop in High Street, Gravesend, in Oct. 1822 . . .”

Spaces are reserved throughout the book for one hundred engravings, 
one to each canto; but probably owing to the difficulties of double 
working, the plates having to be impressed in their places after the 
typographer had finished his work,no more than nineteen were executed.
